TO  THE  CmRim,  Li\DIES  AND  GENTLEMEN. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961. 
This  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  last  year  to  comply  with 
requirements  of  the  i/Iinistry  of  Health. 

Chape l-en-le-Frith  Rural  District  is  in  area  one  of  the  largest 
rural  districts  in  the  country,  much  of  which  forms  part  of  the 
National  Park  v;ith  its  natural  mountain  and  moorland  features  of  very 
great  beauty  v/hich  is  mainly  sparsely  inhabited  and  much  forms  part 
too,  of  the  catchiuent  area  for  the  Derwent  Valley  ./ater  Board. 

Figures  during  the  year  shov/  that  by  and  large  there  has  been 
no  significant  unemployment.  Vvhile  a large  part  of  the  population 
is  connected  with  agriculture,  a larger  proportion  find  their 
emplo3rment  either  in  the  quarries  in  the  V/est  and  Southern  parts 
of  the  district  or  in  a large  engineering  works  in  the  parish  of 
Chapel-en-le-Frith.  In  addition  a certain  number  is  employed  in 
small  concerns  mainly  undertaking  specialist  work  for  the  cotton 
industry,  while  the  remainder  of  the  population  seek  employment  in 
various  ways  in  the  conurbations  of  Manchester  and  Sheffield. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  of  the  district  remains 
good,  though  the  adjusted  death  rate  this  year  at  15*3  based  on  288 
deaths,  68  more  than  the  previous  year  is  higher  than  last  year  and 
slightly  higher  than  the  national  average.  The  number  of  births  is 
318  or  28^  more  than  the  previous  year  and  is  now  above  the  national 
average.  The  natural  increase,  i.e.  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
is  30  but  in  spite  of  this  the  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate 
shows  a drop  of  290  to  a figure  of  18,120.  I am  unable  to  discover 
any  explanation  for  this,  but  feel  that  it  may  be  due  to  an  error 
connected  with  the  departure  of  the  R.A.F,  from  Harpur  Hill  (within 
Buxton  M. B, ).  The  infant  mortality  rate,  I regret  to  say,  this  year 
is  slightly  above  the  national  average,  based  on  9 infant  deaths,  four 
of  which  occurred  over  the  age  of  four  v/eeks  and  on  going  through  the 
causes  of  these  four  deaths,  three  v\fould  seem  to  have  been  inevitable, 
two  being  due  to  congenital  heart  disease  and  the  third  an  inherited 
condition  with  a very  poor  outlook,  the  fourth  death  was  certified  as 
due  to  gastro  enteritis. 
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Of  the  adult  deaths  vdiich  have  occurred  those  due  to  heart  disease  and 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  claimed  the  biggest  percentage 
with  a combined  total  of  I56  or  almost  50/o#  Deaths  from  coronary 
disease  amounted  to  54  and  it  is  of  interest  that  this  disease  is  noted 
in  the  recent  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  cigarette 
smoking  as  being  associated  with  the  habit#  Deaths  from  malignant 
disease  are  only  slightly  up  with  a total  of  47  and  of  those,  those 
from  lung  cancer  show  a slight  reduction  from  11  to  8 as  this  year 
there  were  no  female  deaths  from  this  cause,  the  figure  of  8 male  deaths 
is  thus  unchanged#  There  is  now  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  most  resonable 
people  that  the  most  important  factor  in  the  incidence  of  lung  cancer 
is  its  association  with  the  cigarette  smoking  habit.  Statistics  to  this 
effect  are  now  being  supported  by  pathological  evidence  in  that  there  are 
characteristic  post  mortem  alterations  in  the  l\mgs  of  habitual  smokers 
which  it  is  hardly  too  dogmatic  to  term  "precancerous" , In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  I am  avi^are  that  it  is  unrealistic  to  expect  a significant 
decline  in  the  cigarette  Siiioking  habits  of  the  adult  population  as  a 
whole  we  must  continue  to  emphasize  the  relationship  between  cigarette 
smoking  and  cancer,  chronic  bronchitis  and  coronary  disease.  The  next 
generation  should  be  left  in  no  doubt  as  to  the  consequences  of 
embarking  on  a habit  which  is  not  only  expensive  and  a productive  source 
of  loss  due  to  fire  damage,  but  from  its  point  of  view,  most  important 
of  all,  a danger  to  health.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  accounted  for  four 
deaths,  three  more  than  last  year  and  there  was  one  other  accidental 
death,  but  which  v/as  not  a home  accident.  .<'ith  rcforencc  to  homte  acc-idcnto, 
the  Council  have  given  serious  consideration  to  the  formation  of  a 
Hoijie  Safety  Committee,  and  I am  glad  to  say  that  at  the  time  of  writing 
there  is  a flourishing  Committee  in  being. 

With  regard  to  infectious  disease,  influenza  occurred  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  and  gave  rise  to  a figure  of  500^b  above  the  weekly 
average  during  the  week  ended  6th  January  for  sickness  benefit  claims. 

On  the  whole  the  disease  v;as  mild  and  material  sent  for  examination  to 
the  Virus  Laboratory  at  Sheffield  resulted  in  the  isolation  of  influenza 
virus  type  A2  which  was  prevalent  in  the  country  at  that  time.  Measles 
accounted  for  275  notifications,  which  was  almost  an  all  time  record. 
Fortunately,  there  were  no  deaths  from  measles,  though  there  were  eight 
notified  from  influenza,  all  in  aged  persons.  I am  seriously  concerned 
by  the  returns  which  I receive  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  which 
shov;  that  only  134  priiiiary  immunizations  against  diphtheria  were  carried 
out  during  the  year,  v/hich  set  against  the  total  number  of  births  of 
318  which  took  place  in  the  same  period  is  alarmingly  lov/.  Figures  for 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  are  not  to  hand,  but  I would  stress  the 
necessity  for  all  persons  who  are  eligible  to  ensure  that  both  they 
and  the  children  for  whom  they  may  be  responsible  are  fully  protected. 

In  the  case  of  young  children  immunization  against  whooping  cough  is  also 
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desirable,  as  although  it  may  not  be  as  reliable  as  similar  protection  If 
against  diphtheria,  it  nevertheless  affords  iniiiiunity  in  about  Q0%  of  to 
cases,  I understand  the  proportion  of  children  in  the  secondary  modern  tra 
schools  presenting  themselves  for  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  with  esp 
B.C.G.  is  on  the  increase,  but  again  the  aim  must  be  lOO^o  for  those  who  i iit 
are  found  suitable  for-  this  procedure, 


Housing  conditions  on  the  v/hole  are  fairly  good  but  insufficient 
use  is  still  being  laude  of  the  various  improvement  grants  to  modernize 
old  property  of  which  there  is  a fair  percentage  in  the  district.  At 
the  present  time  the  numbers  of  persons  on  the  Council’s  waiting  list 
for  housing  acconLiOdation  is  359*  To  deal  v/ith  this  and  for  the  number 
of  houses  still  remaining  to  be  dealt  with  under  Slum  Clearance  a 
greater  rate  of  building  is  required  in  future  years  v/ith  considerable 
emphasis  on  building  for  aged  persons,  I do  not  believe  that  there  is 
any  danger  of  over  building  provided  that  houses  are  built  in  the  right 
place.  At  the  present  time  housing  allocations  are  made  largely  on  a 
parochial  basis  and  there  is  a potential  danger  that  an  applicant  may 
seek  a house  in  a particular  parish  because  he  feels  that  his  chance  of 
obtaining  accorrmodation  is  higher  there  rather  than  applying  for  a 
house  in  that  part  of  the  district  where  he  would  prefer  to  live  all 
things  being  equal.  This  could  lead  to  a danger  that  as  a result  of 
artificial  demands  being  made  houses  are  built  v/hich  may  possibly  be 
difficult  to  let  at  a future  date.  In  future  building  I should  like  to 
see  the  Council  embark  on  a certain  number  of  special  housing  for  aged 
persons  incorporating  a warden  scheme  in  association  with  the  County 
Council,  Unfortunately,  delays  have  occurred  in  re-housing  occupants 
of  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  already  confirmed,  and  steps  must  be  taken 
on  future  occasions  as  far  as  possible,  to  see  that  the  time-table  is 
strictly  adhered  to.  Undue  delays  must  not  be  alloand  to  occur  too  wher 
a house  has  been  found  unfit  for  human  habitation  under  the  ’’individual 
unfit”  procedure. 
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Water  suppl57-  has  remained  for  a further  year  as  a responsibility 
of  the  local  authority  due  to  delays  outside  the  Council’s  control  which 
has  occurred  in  the  formation  of  the  new  V/ater  Board,  This  has  had 
unfortunate  results  in  some  respects  in  that  schemes  for  improving 
certain  areas  which  lack  either  a mains  supply  altogether,  or  in  which 
augmentation  of  present  supplies  are  required  has  been  delayed,  having 
been  deferred  for  the  Board’s  consideration.  Water,  in  my  opinion  is 
the  most  important  siuenity  which  needs  to  be  supplied  and  even  when 
the  Board  is  confirmed  I feel  that  the  local  authority  in  conjunction 
with  the  Board  must  endeavour  to  ensure  that  it  is  made  available  as 
widely  as  possible  throughout  the  district.  In  conxaenting  on  the  water 
supply  in  the  district  as  a whole  I must  pay  tribute  to  the  skill  of 
Mr,  Colston  and  his  staff  for  the  way  in  which  a iuultiplicity  of  small, 
sources  are  handled  to  ensure  that  even  in  dry  spells  there  has  never 
been  a significant  shortage  due  mainly  to  prudent  foresight  together 
with  a detailed  local  knowledge. 
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I feel  sure  that  the  responsible  officials  of  the  new  Board  will  need 
to  collaborate  v/ith  this  Counil’s  officials  very  closely  during  the  | 

transitional  stage  in  order  to  prevent  any  shortage  occurring, 
especially  in  the  event  of  a dry  sunimer*  All  supplies  are  chlorinated 
without  filtration  and  almost  invariably  satisfactory  saxiiples  taken  at 
frequent  intervals  were  obtained. 

During  the  year  further  headway  has  been  made  in  sewering  the 
remaining  parts  of  the  district  and  inproving  existing  installations. 

The  cost  involved  has  resulted  in  this  amenity  being  deferred  indefinitely 
in  respect  of  Peak  Forest  which  is  now  probably  the  most  important  area 
without  main  drainage. 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  and  your  Health  Inspectors  did 
as  much  as  time  allowed  in  the  supervision  of  food  handling 
establishments  in  their  respective  districts.  Nevertheless  more  attention 
could  be  paid  to  this  subject  with  advantage  and  it  is  hoped  that  there 
will  be  more  time  available  for  this  important  duty  v/hen  the  water 
undertaking  is  relinquished,  I am  glad  to  say,  however,  that  meat 
inspection  once  again  has  been  carried  out  in  virtually  a 100^6  of 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  single  slaughterhouse  which  now  remains, 
and  which  has  been  brought  up  to  the  required  new  hygienic  standards. 

This  has  not  been  carried  out  without  considerable  hardship  in  that 
much  of  the  meat  inspection  is  done  outside  norwial  v/orking  hours. 

In  concluding  this  report  I should  like  to  thani:  all  members 
of  the  Council  and  their  Officers  who  have  shovm  me  so  much  kindness 
during  a busy  year.  In  particular,  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to 
Mr,  Colston  and  his  staff  for  the  very  valuable  help  and  co-operation 
which  has  been  given  throughout  the  year  and  for  his  very  great 
assistance  in  coipiling  the  Sanitary  component  of  this  report,

Influenza,  due  to  the  type  A2  virus,  rife  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  v/as  more  severe  amongst  the  adult  population  accounting 
for  8 certified  deaths,  all  in  aged  persons.  School  attendance 
vi^as  nuite  seriously  affected,  but  was  never  below  50/o, 

Measles  epidemic  in  the  first  seven  months  accounted  for  275 
notified  cases,  but  with  no  deaths.  Scarlet  fever  notifications 

Y/ere  4.  The  tendency  is  to  regard  this  as  a variety  of 
tonsillitis  v/hich  is  rational.  All  cases  viere  very  mild,  as  is 

almost  invariably  the  rule  nowadays.  ITo  case  of  diphtheria  or 

poliomjrelitis  occurred.  Immunization  of  children  against  diphtheria 
at  its  present  level  as  indicated  by  available  figures,  is 
unsatisfactory  and  could  lead  to  the  importation  of  this  killing 
disease  locally.

In  addition  four  bacteriological  saniples  were  taken  from 
the  Manchester  Corporation  supply  to  Gharlesworth,  All  were 

classed  as  being  satisfactory. 

Twenty-one  bacteriological  samples  were  also  taken  from 
private  supplies,  nine  were  satisfactory  and  twelve  unsatisfactory. 
Where  adverse  results  were  reported  the  occupiers  were  advised  to 
boil  all  drinking  v/ater, 

(b)  Gnantitative.  Reference  to  the  rainfall  statistics  will 
show  that  overall  19^1  was  a wet  suiiiner,  March  to  June  v/ere, 

however,  relatively  dry  months  and  emergency  measures  were  then 
resorted  to  from  5th  to  30th  June  in  order  to  maintain  supplies 
and  on  such  occasions  there  is  a well  established  routine  of 
chlorination  and  bacteriological  control.  During  this  period 
13  bacteriological  samples  were  taken,  12  of  which  were 
satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory. 
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The  following  table  gives  estimated  figures  for  the  number 
of  dwelling  houses,  by  parishes  supplied  by  mains  water  and  the 
number  on  private  supply.  There  are  no  stand-pipes  in  the 

district.

Public  Conveniences 

A nev/  convenience  at  Ha3rf'ield  Road  East,  Chape  1-en-le-Prith 
was  completed  during  the  year. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  parishes  of  Chape l-en-le~Frith  (including  Dove  Holes), 
Chinley,  Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale 
and  the  hamlets  of  SiiiHiondley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  virith 
sewerage  schemes. 

During  the  year  work  continued  on  the  Pealc  Dale  sewerage 
and  sevifage  works  scheme  and  the  enlargement  of  Hope  sev/age  works 
to  receive  Castleton  drainage  and  these  schemes  are  now  nearing 
completion. 

In  Charlesworth  and  Chisvjorth,  54  sev/er  connections  have 
been  made  during  the  year  mokiing  a total  of  329  out  of  a possible 
356  since  con^pletion  of  the  public  sewerage  scheme. 

Seven  further  sewer  connections  have  been  made  to  the 
Cockyard  scheme.

Refuse  Collection, 

Refuse  from  most  premises  in  the  Rural  District  is 
collected  once  weekly  and  disposed  of  at  strategic  disposal  points. 
The  bonus  scheme  introduced  in  I96O  has  again  achieved  highly 
satisfactory  results  during  the  year.  As  a result,  very 
regular  removal  of  refuse  from  premises  remains  the  rule. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960, 

The  above  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  29th  August,  I96O 
and  is  adiiiinistered  in  close  collaboration  with  the  tv;o  Local 
Planning  Authorities, 

There  vi^ere  39  caravan  sites  at  the  3'!  st  December,  196i 
containing  123  caravans. 

Of  these,  32  sites  containing  112  caravans  were  entirely 
used  for  week-end  and  holiday  purposes,  7 sites  containing 
11  caravans  were  in  use  as  residential  accommodation.  The 

effect  of  administration  of  the  Act  has  been  to  secure  a 
reduction  in  the  nuiuber  of  sites  and  those  ciualifying  for 
licences  all  cori:ply  v/ith  standard  conditions.  There  remains 

sites  used  for  caravans  and  tented  acconimodation  for  casual 
periods;  the  former  for  28  days  in  aggregate  in  twelve  months,  and 
the  latter  for  not  more  than  42  consecutive  days  or  So  days  in 
aggregate  in  one  year.  It  is  well  understood  hy  members  that 

there  is  no  legislative  control  over  such  limited  use  and  this  is 
merely  mentioned  as  an  explanation  why,  at  holiday)"  periods 
especially,  many  fields  not  licensed  specifically  have  caravans 
and  tents  in  excess  of  the  nuinber  licenced  in  a village. 

Statutory  Notices. 

Eleven  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  193S,  All  except  one  were  complied  v/ith  during 
the  year. 
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Prevention  of  Daina.g^e  by  Pests  Act,  19U9« 

By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority  the 
services  of  a rodent  operative  are  used  part  time  to  treat  all 
infestations  in  the  area.  The  sev/ers  have  been  treated  twice 
during  the  year. 

In  a total  of  86I4.  properties  inspected  during  the  year  78 
treatments  were  made  by  the  operative,  a charge  being  made  for 
the  service  at  all  trade  premises. 


Swimming  Pools. 

There  were  two  privately  o\imed  svirimming  pools  open  to  the 
general  public  last  sunnier,  one  at  Park  Hall,  Hayfield,  the  other 
at  the  Rising  Sun  Hotel,  Barnford, 

The  Hayfield  pool  is  filled  Y\rith  water  from  a moorland 
stream.  Treatment  is  by  slo\¥  sand  filter  and  injection  of 

chlorine  gas,  the  water  being  changed  once  every  t¥/o  v/eeks. 

The  Bs_jford  pool  is  filled  from  a private  spring  supply 
and  treatment  is  by  a Bell's  plant,  including  pressure  filter  and 
injection  of  chlorine  gas. 

Both  pools  were  sampled  during  the  season  and  all  san^iles 
taken  from  both  inlet  and  outlet  ends  were  satisfactory. 


Petroleum  (Consolidated)  Act,  1928, 

Routine  work  of  inspection  of  installations  has  continued 
during  the  year,  and  at  the  3'^  st  December,  JG  petroleum  licences 
v/ere  in  force.  The  two  public  health  inspectors  act  also  as 
Petroleum  Officers  smd  vrark  in  close  collaboration  v/ith  the  Fire 
Prevention  Department  of  the  Fire  Authority, 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956, 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  most  of  the  industrial 
premises  nor/  have  plant  capable  of  corr5)liance  \ilth  the  Act  and  no 
complaints  were  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  premises 
to  which  the  provisions  of  the  Act  applies. 

Six  applications  v/ere  received  for  prior  approval  under 
Section  3j  all  of  which  were  granted. 

Routine  meetings  again  took  place  during  the  year  with  a 
represent  .tive  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  regarding  nuisances 
arising  froij  smoke  and  dust  from  quarry  and  lime  works  and  it  is 
known  that  researches  into  the  peculiar  problem  continued.  It 
may  be  that  before  long  an  ans\¥er  to  the  problem  will  evolve 
follovang  the  introduction  at  considerable  expense  of 
experimental  plant  in  the  Rural  District,
